THE Century will commence in the August 
number a series of three papers by Mr. W. J. 
Stillman, recording the experiences of a classical 
expedition undertaken for the magazine. His 
object was to trace the wanderings of Ulysses, 
as described in Homer’s ‘‘ Odyssey,’’ and to 
identify, as far as it is possible to-day, the 
localities visited by the Ithacan king. The 
articles will have archzological value, as well as 
special interest for modern travellers. The 
illustrations have been drawn by Mr. Fenn, 
from sketches or photographs made by Mr. 
Stillman, who has closely described the locali- 
ties as they appear to-day. Mr. Stillman 
made his journey in a _ yacht, in order to 
examine at leisure all the localities in question. 
At Ithaca he discovered an archaic inscription 
of great interest, a fragment of which had pre- 
viously been found by Schliemann, and the 
method of the latter's investigations is inci- 
dentally spoken of. The distinguished Italian 
epigraphist, Comparetti, to whom the inscription 
was referred for restoration and translation, 
makes it the subject of a report to the Italian 
Academy, as one of the most interesting and 
among the earliest of archaic inscriptions, being, 
in fact, the earliest known in the Doric Greek 
of Ithaca.

AGAIN Congress has adjourned without mak- 


ing any legislative progress toward the measure 
demanded by every consideration of justice and 
expediency, International Copyright. We feel 
strongly that every author, every publisher, and 
every reader interested in the promotion of jus- 
tice and of good literature has a right to feel ag- 
grieved that the last effort for some measure of 
relief has come to naught. While it is true that 
the present has proved almost a do-nothing 
Congress, we believe, nevertheless, that a well- 
directed and vigvorous effort during the session 
would have succeeded in giving us some approach 
to justice in this matter. And we regret there- 
fore the more the position taken at the outset by 
several authors, and later on bythe executive 
committee of the Copyright League. General 
union on some measure, which would, at least, 
have been a step in the right direction, would, we 
think, have not been without practical results.

THE history of the subscription-book trade, 
through which alone the best, most useful, and 
costly publications can be obtained by persons 
of moderate means, is both interesting and in- 
structive.

His 
‘* Manual of Social and Business Forms,” for 
the production of which he was specially pre- 
pared-—now in its 270th thousand—is the best 
book of its class extant, and has been prolific of 
poor imitations and bad plagiarisms. It has 
passed through forty editions, has been seven 
times revised, enlarged, and improved, and is as 
popular as ever. In 1880 he got up “‘ Hill’s 
Album of Biography and Art,” with portraits 
and sketches of notable individuals of all ages, 
containing a vast amount of information in a 
small compass. 

Prominent among Chicago’s publishers is A.

The house 
has had a practical training and experience in 
the subscription-book business, which, supple- 
menting excellent business capacity and requisite 
capital, has already secured for it a large and 
successful trade, extending to all parts of the 
country, the same day’s mail often bringing 
orders from the extreme opposite points of the 
Union. The company handles the ‘‘ People’s 
Cyclopedia,’ and the ‘‘ People’s Illustrated and 
Descriptive Family Atlas of the World,’’ a very 
popular work, which is its exclusive property, 
copyrighted in 1884. This is an _ energetic, 
enterprising, responsible, practical, pushing 
house. 

The National Publishing Company, Philadel- 
phia, established a branch here in 1866, now at 
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No. 130 East Adams Street, for the publication 
of pictorial books, family Bibles, and albums, 
The company has a large Bible trade. 

Moses Warren came here as the subscription- 
book agent of the Appletons in 1869. He hada 
desk at No. 80 Dearborn Street, and began busi- 
ness the day after he was burned out in 1871, 
soon recovering his losses. In 1873, at No. 103 
State Street, he published ‘‘ Sheahan’s Historicaj 
Atlas’”’ and ‘Hill's Manual,’’ and in 187s 
‘‘Treasures of Science’ and ‘‘ History and 
Literature.’’ Surviving publishers speak thus 
of him: ‘‘ Hadn’t a dishonest hair in his head.”’ 
** He gave thousands of dollars to his employés 
in distress.”’ ‘* 1 would give $25,000 to have 
him alive and well to-day.” Such men don't 
overflow the business profession. He left an 
estate of $200,000. 

A. S. Barnes & Co. at Nos. 34 and 36 Madi- 
son Street, a branch of the New York house. 
which publishes the National series of school 
books, have been here seventeen years. J]. R. 
Casselberry, Nos. 129 and 131 Wabash Avenue, 
Western agents for the ‘‘ Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica.’”

Madison Street, are subscription-book pub- 
lishers. The number of the subscription-book 
agencies is so great that it would be impossible 
to enumerate them all within the limits ef this 
article. 

Belford & Clarke, Nos. 315 to 321 Wabash 
Avenue, large publishers of books, refuse to 
give information concerning their business, say- 
ing they had rather pay for withholding informa- 
tion respecting them than for publishing it; 
and that their business was such that a notice 
would do them harm rather than good. The 
7imes thinks it due to Chicago to say that they 
supply the train newsboys on all the railroads of 
this country with books, and that as the pro- 
prietary publishers of ‘ Peck’s Bad Boy”’ they 
were not born “*‘ to blush unseen and waste their 
sweetness on the desert air.”’ R. S. Pease and 
the Caxton Publishing Company, in the same 
building, are in the same category.

It should be well considered that any attempt at withholding, from the educational public, what the publisher, through 
his agents, advertisements, lists, and circulars, takes special pains to make known, must be an unwise policy. It is not 
objectionable, but quite proper and legitimate, to charge the retail or mailing price for single copies of any book; but the 
Educational Catalogue is not generally given away to single-book customers. It is intended only for those who purchase 
for schools in quantities. Now any one putting himself on record by quoting fictitious prices, or prices other than those 
quoted by the publisher (which prices, it is now understood, are generally still subject to a trade discount), necessarily C 
must drive his school trade into the hands of those who solicit their orders from a catalogue, the prices of which tally 
with that of the publishers. 

The following paragraph from a previous year’s Educational Catalogue further elucidates the reasons for our strict adhe- 
rence to publishers’ prices: ‘* Plainly, if it wished to sustain its official character, it was bound to respect the desire of 
those who have a right to stand by their prices, and who, should their established prices be disregarded, could by thei:
